G. E. Turner,-U. S. A., Throws Light on History and the
Origin of National Banner, Now One of the Oldest in the

“The American Flag” is the title of
‘an art icle recently prepared by Lieut,
{G. E. Turner, U. S. A, Commandant
|of the Kamehameha cadets, in which
that officer gives the resuit of exhaus-
| tive researches conducted into the
history of the flag and its origin. The
information he presents, -he states,
has been verified in every case and
has never before been collected in a
short article.

Lieut. Turner explains his reference
to the “school colors” instead of to
the “colors” or the U. S.colors, is for
‘the purpose of explaining the signi-
ficance of the eagle which appears
on the top of the staff on the “school
colors,” but not on the U. 8. colors,
where a spike is used instead.

When Salute is Required.

Custom requires no salute for the
flag that is flying from poles or mast-
render some mark of recognition
when they pass either "“The Stand-
ard” or “The Colors.” It is common
to speak of the “Stars and Stripes”
whatever the form, as simply the
Flag, but it is not the shape nor the
size, but the meaning and what it
stands for that counts for so much.
